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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant states on pp. 6 of the response that "Signal layer 96 cannot be considered as a reference plane within the ordinary meaning of 
the term," but does not provide any reason why. Secondly, on pp. 7 of the Response, first full paragraph, applicant attempts to 
differentiate the claimed invention, but does not explain how the claims themselves differentiate from the prior art. Describing how the 
drawing of the prior art differs from the drawing of the instant application is not sufficient to gain patentability. Limitations are not read from 
the drawings or the specifications into the claim. Lastly, in the second full paragraph of pp. 7 of the Response, applicant states the 
incorrect standard for 35 USC 103(a). That statute does not require "each and every limitation" to be cited in the reference. That is the 
standard for 35 USC 102. Obviousness does not require each reference to contain all the claimed elements, provided that one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention would be persuaded to modify a prior art disclosure based on another reference or based on 
what is known in the art. For these reasons, Applicant's response is not persuasive and the Final Rejection is maintained. 
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
